In the Claims: 



1 (Thrice Amended). An isolated nucleic acid molecule selected from the group consisting of: 

(a) a nucleic acid molecule which hybridizes at 65^C in hybridization buffer consisting 
essentially of 3.5 x SSC, 0.02% Ficoll, 0.02% polyvinyl pyrolidone, 0.02% Bovine Serum Albumin, 
2.5mM NaH2P04(pH7), 0.5% SDS, 2mM EDTA, to a molecule consisting of the nucleic acid of SEQ ID 
N0:1 and which codes for a polypeptide that binds the Epidermal Growth Factor Receptor and 
downregulates its expression, 

(b) nucleic acid molecules that differ from the nucleic acid molecules of (a) in codon sequence 
due to the degeneracy of the genetic code, and 

(c) complements of (a) or (b). 
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
